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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a tissue paper box wherein wastes can be 
reduced and an opening of a complex form can be provided to increase decorative 
effects. 

SOLUTION: The opening 12 is bored on at least a part of a top wall 14 of the box 
10, a flexible film 16 for closing the opening is stuck, and perforations 18 to serve 
as a take-out port of tissue paper are provided on the film. When using, the 
perforations 18 are broken to make the take-out port.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] A tissue paper box characterized by having drilled a opening in a part of top wall [ at least ] of a box, having stuck a flexible 
film which blockades this opening in a tissue paper box in which tissue paper is held, and putting a perforation for considering as 
output port of tissue paper into this film. 

[Claim 2] A tissue paper box according to claim 1 where the above-mentioned film is characterized by being plastics or paper. 
[Claim 3] A tissue paper box according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by sticking a protection seal on a perforation for considering as 
the above-mentioned opening of the above-mentioned film. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] This invention relates to a tissue paper box. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The conventional tissue paper box is shown in drawing 3 . In this drawing, it is a box main part, and 1 
cuts out one sheet of pasteboard, bends it with a predetermined fold, it applies adhesives to an edge left for applying paste, and carries 
out adhesion formation. Predetermined piles up, the laminating of the tissue paper with which a large number were folded up inside is 
carried out, and it is held in the direction. 

[0003] The perforation 3 is put into the configuration which connected with the top wall 2 of a box 1 the both ends of the circle jutted 
out outside mutually in a straight line, and the inside of a perforation 3 serves as an end plate 4. 

[0004] In order to use tissue paper, first, on the other hand, an edge is pushed with a finger from a top, a finger is put into the hole of 
an end plate 4 which fractured a part of perforation 3 and was able to do it, the edge of an end plate 4 is held, and it pulls up slowly 
up. Fracturing a perforation 3, an end plate 4 can be pulled up, as shown in imaginary line 4* of drawing 3 , and soon, the whole end 
plate 4 is removed from the box main part 1, and it can do a opening 5. 

[0005] the slit 8 which the film 6 is stuck on the bottom of an end plate 4, and was formed in this film 6 — a opening 5 - it comes to a 
center mostly. And a slit 8 serves as output port, will put in the finger of a hand from here, and will hold, pull up and take out the top 
of the tissue paper within the box main part 1 . 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, after the above-mentioned tissue paper box's fracturing the portion of an end 
plate 4 by the perforation and removing it, it will become dust. And the problem of dust is very important, and it is strong also to the 
maker of a container or a package machine to reduce dust, and it has come to be requested in recent years. 

[0007] Moreover, if it does not do carefully when removing an end plate 4, the configuration and fine sight of a opening 5 which were 
made when the fracture was except perforation 3 will be spoiled greatly, therefore, the end plate 4 removing takes time and effort. 
Also for the reason, it is and the configuration of an end plate 4 was simplified, and although the perforation 3 was made easy to 
fracture finely by the way, even if he wanted to complicate the configuration of a opening 5 and to raise the ornament effect on the 
contrary, only the thing of a simple configuration was made. 

[0008] This invention aims at offering the facial tissue box which the opening of a complicated configuration is prepared and can raise 

the ornament effect while it was considered from such a fact and can reduce dust.

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, in a tissue paper box in which tissue paper is held, 
this invention drills a opening in a part of top wall [ at least ] of a box, sticks a flexible film which blockades this opening, and is 
characterized by putting a perforation for considering as output port of tissue paper into this film. 

[0010] Moreover, the above-mentioned film can consider as a transparent configuration, or it can consider as a configuration which 

stuck a protection seal on a perforation for considering as the above-mentioned opening of the above-mentioned film. 

[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] A drawing explains the example of this invention below. Drawin g 1 shows the tissue paper box of this 
invention. In this drawing, as the conventional example explained, a box 10 cuts out one sheet of pasteboard, bends it with a 
predetermined fold, applies adhesives to an edge left for applying paste, and carries out adhesion formation. However, in case 
pasteboard is cut out unlike the conventional example, the portion of an end plate 4 is pierced and the opening 12 is formed. 
[0012] Moreover, in the rear face of a top wall 14, the film 16 is stretched like the conventional example. However, there is no slit in 
this film 16, and it is stuck so that a opening 12 may be blockaded. A film 16 is flexible, and thin moreover, a transparent thing is 
used for it and it has put in the perforation 1 8 near the center of a opening 12. Various patterns or alphabetic characters may be printed 
on this film 16. At the time of use, a perforation 18 is fractured and it considers as the output port of tissue paper. 
[0013] Since it is the above configuration, the end plate of the tissue paper box of the above-mentioned example is lost, and it can 
decrease the quantity of dust. Moreover, since the opening 12 is drilled beforehand, the time and effort at the time of removing 
fracturing an end plate along with a perforation becomes unnecessary, the problem of being hard to remove is also lost, and the 
configuration of a opening 12 can be selected further freely. 

[0014] If the film 16 is transparent, the amount of survival of the facial tissue in a box can be checked. The magnitude of a opening 12 
can also be expanded even to the top wall 14 whole, and can also be made into reverse at the minimum magnitude required as output 
port. Moreover, a film can use the film made from plastics, and the film made of paper. As for paper, glassine, GURAFAN paper, etc. 
are used. If the film made of paper is used especially, a box is recyclable the whole film. 

[0015] Drawin g 2 shows the 2nd example of this invention. In the example of drawin g 1 , the perforation 18 is exposed and there is a 
possibility of fracturing a perforation 18 accidentally during transportation of a tissue paper box and handling. Then, the adhesive 
protection seal 20 is stuck on the perforation 18, and it enabled it to prevent fracturing accidentally. When using a tissue paper box, 
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after removing the protection seal 20, a perforation 1 8 is fractured, output port is made, and a paper is taken out from there. 
[0016] 

[Effect of the Invention] In the tissue paper box in which tissue paper is held, as explained above, since this invention drilled the 
opening in a part of top wall [ at least ] of a box, stuck the flexible film which blockades this opening and put the perforation for 
considering as the output port of tissue paper into this film, the end plate of it is lost and it can decrease the quantity of dust. 
Moreover, the time and effort at the time of removing fracturing an end plate along with a perforation becomes unnecessary, and the 
problem of being hard to remove can also be abolished. A fine sight can be made to UP while also being able to select the 
configuration of a opening to freedom, such as a peduncle. If the adhesive seal is stuck on the perforation, it can prevent fracturing a 
perforation accidentally during conveyance and handling.
